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THE  School  of  Industrial  Art  of  The  Pennsylvania  Museum, 
Philadelphia,  offers  a  course  in  the  training  of  Curators 
for  Art,  Archaeological,  and  Industrial  Museums,  under 
the  supervision  of  MRS.  CORNELIUS  STEVENSON,  Sc.D., 
who  was  for  fifteen  years  Curator  of  the  Egyptian  and  Mediter- 
ranean Section  of  the  Free  Museum  of  Science  and  Art  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Secretary,  and  later  President,  of 
the  Department  of  Archaeology  of  that  institution. 

The  rapid  accumulation  of  collections  in  universities,  in 
colleges  in  general,  in  special  museums,  and  in  private  possession 
has  created  a  demand  for  competent  directors,  curators,  and 
assistants.  This  demand  can  only  be  supplied,  as  has  been  that 
for  librarians,  by  educating  students  for  this  particular  purpose. 
A  general  knowledge  of  art  and  its  history,  the  development  of 
the  powers  of  observation,  the  training  in  scientific  accuracy,  in 
correct  classification,  in  adequate  labeling,  in  tasteful  yet  dignified 
presentation,  in  acquaintance  with  the  best  equipment  for  suitable 
display  of  each  class  of  objects,  the  acquirement  of  the  dexterity 
necessary  to  the  proper  handling  of  perishable  material,  the 
knowledge  of  the  diseases  to  which  such  properties  are  liable,  and 
the  best  remedies  to  be  applied,  the  recognition  of  spurious 
specimens,  in  short,  the  practical  conduct  of  a  museum  and  its 
wise  administrative  economy,  all  form  a  study  which  may  well  be 
termed  "Museum  Science,"  and  a  knowledge  of  which  is  essential 
to  the  high  professional  standing  of  a  curator. 


At  the  School  of  the  Institution,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  the 
requisite  study  of  art  as  the  element  of  fundamental  importance 
in  objects  of  value  in  this  work,  will  be  carried  on  in  connection 
with  the  classes  in  ornament  and  design,  both  historical  and  origi- 
nal, by  means  of  lectures  and  the  application  of  these  to  actual 
production.  At  the  Museum  of  the  Institution  in  Memorial  Hall, 
the  study  of  the  identification,  classification,  and  exhibition  of 
objects  will  be  conducted  and  practical  experience  obtained  in  the 
understanding,  care,  and  management  of  collections.  Both  the 
School  and  the  Museum  possess  libraries  especially  adapted  to  the 
purpose,  available  for  reference  and  study. 

The  lectures  of  this  course,  of  which  a  list  of  titles  is  given 
below,  will  be  given  in  the  auditorium  of  the  school  building  on 
successive  Thursday  afternoons,  at  3.30  o'clock,  beginning  October 
15,  1908.  The  work  at  the  Museum  in  Memorial  Hall  must  be 
arranged  by  personal  conference  with  Mrs.  Stevenson,  who  will 
be  at  the  school  for  consultation  on  Thursdays  in  October,  from 
2  to  3  o'clock  P.M. 

Students  already  entered  in  any  full,  regular,  day  course  of  the 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Course  for  Curators 
without  payment  of  an  additional  fee,  but  must  register  anew 
therefor  with  the  Registrar.  Others  will  be  admitted  to  the  course 
and  entitled  to  attend  the  lectures  at  the  School  and  the  class- 
work  at  Memorial  Hall,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  for 
the  course.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Indus- 
trial Art. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : — Again  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
to  you  the  reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum,  Principal  of 
the  School  and  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation. 

These  reports  are  worthy  of  careful  perusal  and  in  themselves 
show  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  various  lines  of  our 
activities.  The  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum  is  well 
worthy  of  more  than  passing  perusal,  as  it  shows  more  distinctly 
than  at  any  time  within  recent  years  that  substantial  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  work  at  the  Museum,  and  that  the  standard 
of  excellence,  arrangement  of  the  exhibits  and  the  labeling  of  them 
is  in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory.  Particular  attention  is  called 
to  the  work  of  Mrs.  Stevenson  as  Assistant  Curator  and  Lec- 
turer, whose  work  we  can  view  with  satisfaction  and  interest.  Mrs. 
Stevenson's  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  of  a  varied  charac- 
ter, but  hereafter  the  greater  part  of  her  time  will  be  devoted 
to  the  Museum  and  School. 

Various  changes  have  been  instituted  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  exhibits  and  they  are  daily  assuming  a  form  which  places 
the  installation  among  the  very  best  in  the  country.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  in  all  lines  of  Museum  activity,  great  progress 
is  being  made. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  discovery  of  the  manufacture  of  Mai- 
olica  ware  in  Mexico;  the  work  of  Dr.  Barber  in  that  connection 
has  already  become  part  of  the  history  of  this  institution.  The 
influence  of  this  work  is  destined  to  grow  and  contributors  to  a 
special  fund  for  that  purpose  are  manifesting  deep  interest  in 
the  work.  The  special  fund  for  this  purpose  during  the  last  year 
amounted  to  $1025.00,  as  compared  with  $665.00  for  the  year 
previous. 

Considerable  accessions  have  been  made  to  the  various  exhibits 
during  the  past  year.  These  are  alluded  to  by  the  Director  in  his 
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report,  but  it  is  well  worth  while  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
of  the  presentations  made  by  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Henszey.  A  full  de- 
scription of  these  important  accessions  is  given  in  the  report  of 
the  Curator. 

Last  year  the  Director  made  a  strong  appeal  for  membership. 
How  well  this  has  been  answered  is  best  shown  by  the  record, 
which  gives  fifty-six  new  members  for  this  3rear,  as  against  seventy- 
two  members  for  last  year,  our  annual  membership  at  the  present 
time  being  257. 

The  Schools  have  been  prosperous  throughout  the  year;  that  of 
Applied  Art  having  been  attended  by  761  students,  and  the  Textile 
School  by  278  students.  The  Evening  Classes  in  Applied  Art 
show  a  registration  of  286,  and  the  Textile  School  of  173  students. 

The  receipts  from  tuition  were  $22,632.25,  against  $21,025.75  in 
1907. 

The  most  noted  sources  of  strength  in  the  School  work  during 
the  last  year  was  the  activity  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
Industrial  Art  School,  and  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Textile  School.  These  two  Associations  have  been  very 
active  throughout  the  year  and  have  contributed  much  to  our  power 
and  influence. 

In  point  of  personnel  and  in  consideration  of  important  subjects 
at  their  meetings,  they  rank  most  favorably  with  the  very  best  Asso- 
ciations of  this  character  anywhere.  In  accordance  with  the  spirit 
of  suggestion  made  in  the  Annual  reports,  members  of  the  two 
Alumni  Associations  now  have  representation  on  our  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  are  bringing  the  school  spirit  into  the  work  of  their  Alma 
Mater.

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This  is  largely  due  to  the  interest  and  expenses  of  the  property 
at  Broad  Street  and  Allegheny  Avenue,  which  was  purchased  in 
the  hope  of  sale  of  the  present  school  property  at  Broad  and  Pine 
Streets.  The  hope  has,  however,  been  deferred,  and  in  the  mean- 
time provision  must  be  made  to  carry  the  new  property. 

Tender  of  this  plot  of  ground  has  been  made  to  the  City  for 
a  Public  Play  Ground  for  Children,  and  has  been  accepted.  This 
now  promises  proper  police  protection  for  the  property  and  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  which  otherwise  require  continued  vigilance

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  greater  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  public,  as  shown  in  the  increased  attendance  over  the 
previous  year,  and  the  augmented  contributions  of  the  friends 
of  the  Museum  for  purchases  and  original  investigation.  At  no 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution  has  there  been  such  a  large 
active  membership. 

Mrs.  Cornelius  Stevenson,  Sc.D.,  who  was  for  fifteen  years  Cura- 
tor of  the  Egyptian  and  Mediterranean  Section  of  the  Free 
Museum  of  Science  and  Art  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  has 
been  appointed  Assistant  Curator  in  the  Museum  and  Lecturer 
at  the  School.  Public  announcement  was  made  that  Mrs.  Steven- 
son would  be  at  the  Museum  on  Saturday  afternoons  from  April 
18th  to  May  16th,  inclusive,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  parties 
through  the  building  and  furnishing  such  information  relating 
to  the  collections  as  might  be  desired.  Many  visitors  availed  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  inspect  the  exhibits  under  competent 
guidance.  Mrs.  Stevenson  will  hereafter  devote  the  greater  part 
of  her  time  to  Museum'  and  School  work. 

WOEK  ACCOMPLISHED 

Last  year  work  was  commenced  in  the  basement  directly  under 
the  entrance  vestibule  to  fit  up  a  suitable  apartment  for  the  Pom- 
peian   views,   which   have   been   retired   from   the   East   Arcade  to 
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make  room  for  the  collection  of  furniture.  An  additional  appro- 
priation of  $2500.00  has  been  made  by  city  councils  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  work,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Pompeian  views 
will  be  installed  in  their  new  quarters  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  collections  of  metal  work,  silver  and  watches  have  been 
examined  by  Mr.  John  H.  Buck,  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum, 
the  well-known  expert  in  this  branch  of  art,  and  have  been  re- 
arranged and  relabeled. 

The  textiles,  costumes,  laces,  etc.,  in  the  West  Arcade,  have 
been,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Stevenson,  thoroughly  re- 
classified and  rearranged.  The  retirement  of  much  undesirable 
material,  which  had  accumulated  during  the  past  thirty  years, 
furnishes  room  for  the  better  installation  of  the  carefully  selected 
specimens  which  remain,  and  permits  a  scientific  classification. 

Several  sections  of  Mrs.  William  D.  Frishmuth's  collection  of 
Colonial  Eelics  have  been  installed  in  the  new  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment. The  collection  of  objects  relating  to  spinning  and  weaving 
will  for  the  present  remain  in  the  room  on  the  main  floor  where 
the  entire  collection  has  been  exhibited.  This  portion  of  the  col- 
lection, it  is  expected,  will  be  placed  in  the  basement,  so  soon  as 
an  extension  of  the  space  at  present  available  can  be  effected. 

The  J.  Lees  Williams  collection  of  Oriental  carpets  has  been 
removed  to  the  East  Gallery  and  the  examples  of  later  date  have 
been  hung  on  the  south  wall.  The  older  pieces,  of  the  classical 
period,  have  been  framed  and  placed  around  the  Eotunda,  where 
they  may  obtain  the  most  suitable  light  to  bring  out  their  colorings 
and  designs. 

The  collection  of  Musical  Instruments  has  been  removed  from 
the  Northwest  Pavilion  to  make  room  for  the  recent  additions  to 
the  Wilstach  collection  of  paintings.  The  Musical  Instruments  now 
occupy  the  south  wall  of  the  East  Gallery,  where  they  have 
been  rearranged.  The  collection  of  Furniture,  which  until  re- 
cently occupied  that  space,  has  been  newly  installed  in  the  East 
Arcade,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Pompeian  Views.  With  an  in- 
crease of  wall  and  floor  space  this  collection  now  appears  to  much 
better  advantage,  and  a  little  later  on  will  be  rearranged  in  ac- 
cordance with  an  improved  system  of  installation  which  is  now 
being  planned.  . 
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Gratifying  progress  has  been  made  in  all  lines  of  Museum 
activity.  This  will  be  apparent  to  the  frequent,  as  well  as  the 
occasional,  visitor,  in  the  bettered  installation,  the  enlargement 
of  the  collections  and  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the 
exhibits. 

ORIGINAL  RESEARCH 

An  important  discovery  of  the  manufacture  of  maiolica  in 
Mexico,  under  the  influence  of  Spanish  potters,  during  the  16th, 
17th,  and  18th  centuries,  was  made  by  the  Director  of  the  Museum 
about  three  years  ago,  the  facts  being  first  published  in  the 
Museum  Bulletin  of  July,  1906,  and  republished  in  the  Museum's 
Art  Primer  No.  5,  on  Tin  Enameled  Pottery.  Previous  to  this 
discovery  no  ceramic  writer  had  referred  to  this  important  manu- 
facture, and  for  the  double  purpose  of  following  up  this  discovery 
and  securing  some  good  examples  of  the  ware  before  general  at- 
tention should  be  directed  to  the  subject,  the  Director  of  the 
Museum  visited  Mexico  in  November,  1907,  and  with  a  fund  raised 
for  the  purpose  made  some  important  purchases,  of  great  his- 
torical value  and  artistic  interest,  for  the  Museum  collections. 
The  collection  thus  gathered  together  is  believed  to  be  at  the  pres- 
ent time  the  most  representative  and  valuable  of  the  kind  in 
existence.  The  results  of  these  investigations  will  be  given  to 
the  world  in  a  monograph  which  will  be  published  by  the  Museum 
during  the  present  year.

NEW  CASES 

In  no  previous  year  has  the  Museum  procured  so  many  new 
exhibition  cases  as  have  been  secured  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  Ten  long  desk  cases  have  been  added  to  the  Textile 
room.  The  same  number  of  upright  floor  cases  have  been  sub- 
stituted for  some  of  the  old  ones  in  the  Main  Gallery,  thus  making 
it  possible  to  utilize  the  retired  cases  for  other  departments  where 
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more  ease  room  has  been  greatly  needed.  On  the  north  side  of 
the  Main  Gallery  all  of  the  cases  are  now  of  approved  pattern 
and  of  uniform  style,  and  it  is  hoped  that  each  successive  year 
may  witness  the  retirement  of  more  of  the  old  oases,  so  that  in 
the  near  future  all  of  the  latter  now  remaining  in  this  apartment 
will  be  replaced  by  modern  ones. 

The  acquisition  of  new  cases  in  the  Main  Gallery  has  made 
possible  the  work  of  reclassification  and  rearrangement  of  the  ce- 
ramic department,  in  accordance  with  the  new  system  which  has 
been  adopted  by  this  Museum.  The  ceramic  student  may  now  study 
the  entire  collection,  or  any  department  of  it,  with  intelligence, 
as  the  various  wares  have  been  grouped  together  in  cases  accord- 
ing to  the  only  scientific  method, — the  pottery  being  classified 
according  to  glazes  and  the  porcelain  according  to  pastes.  Thus 
similar  wares  of  all  countries  and  times  are  installed  together  under 
the  headings  of  glass  glazed  pottery,  tin  enameled  pottery,  lead 
glazed  pottery,  salt  glazed  stoneware,  etc.  The  porcelains  now 
occupy  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Gallery. 

BITEEAU  OF  IDENTIFICATION 

The  Bureau  of  Identification,  established  a  few  years  ago,  has 
been  patronized  liberally  during  the  past  year  and  numerous 
objects  of  uncertain  provenience  have  been  identified  for  their 
owners.  While  all  desired  information  relative  to  the  identity  of 
objects  is  cheerfully  furnished,  the  Bureau  must  decline  to  place 
money  valuations  on  objects  in  possession  of  collectors  and  dealers. 

ATTENDANCE 

During  the  year  ending  May  31,  1908,  the  number  of  persons 
admitted  to  the  Museum  was  353,384,  as  against  344,470  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months.

ACCESSIONS 

Among  the  principal  accessions  of  the  year  are  some  rich  cos- 
tumes of  the  Colonial  and  Bevolutionary  periods;  several  pieces 
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of  furniture,  including  an  English  carved  oak  chest  bearing  the 
date  1655;  a  punch  service  of  enameled  gold,  presented  to  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Cramp  by  the  officers  of  the  Russian  battleship  Ret- 
visan;  a  collection  of  peasants'  head-dresses  from  European  coun- 
tries. 

Other  important  acquisitions  are  a  series  of  five  pieces  of  genu- 
ine hard  paste  Capo  di  Monte  porcelain  of  the  18th  century;  a 
unique  collection  of  His pano- Mexican  maioliea  of  the  16th,  17th 
and  18th  centuries ;  a  characteristic  early  English  slip-decorated 
dish,  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  bearing  the  name  of  THOMAS 
TOFT,  belonging  to  the  period  of  the  restoration  of  Charles  II 
(about  1666).  This  piece  of  Toft  ware  is  perhaps  the  only  ex- 
ample of  the  kind  in  this  country,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  which 
has  yet  come  to  light.  Its  acquisition  may  be  considered  an  im- 
portant event  in  museum  expansion  and  goes  far  toward  making 
the  ceramic  collections  of  this  Museum  the  most  complete  in  the 
United  States.  This  dish  possesses  a  special  interest  to  Pennsyl- 
vanians,  since  Charles  II.,  whose  head  is  represented  in  five  medal- 
lions, was  the  English  sovereign  who  in  1681  granted  the  charter 
to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  It  has  been  procured  for  the  Museum 
through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  William  P.  Henszey  (see  illus- 
tration) .

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Presented  at  the  Close  of  the  Thirty-first  School  Year, 

June  8,  1908 

The  attendance  in  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Departments  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  and  (eliminating  from  the  comparison  tlve 
registration  in  the  School  of  Modern  Languages,  which  has  been 
discontinued)  shows  in  the  aggregate  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  of  rather  more  than  six  per  cent.,  in  spite  of  an  appreciable 
falling  off  in  the  Textile  Evening  Class,  due  undoubtedly  to  the 
hard  times.  In  all  the  other  classes  the  increase  has  been  con- 
siderable, being  greatest,  however,  in  the  Day  Class  in  the  School 
of  Applied  Art,  where  it  amounts  to  sixty-five,  or  about  sixteen 
per  cent. 

^he  re-organization  of  the  several  courses  in  the  School  of  Ap- 
plied Art  that  was  noted  in  my  last  report,  by  which  the  different 
courses  are  put  on  an  equal  footing  as  far  as  graduation  is  con- 
cerned, /ie  standards  in  all  except  the  "regular  course'1  being 
raised  Lf>  make  their  requirements  correspond  to  this  arrangement, 
has  wc  ced  admirably,  and  has  already  been  productive  of  a  de- 
cided ^ain  in  seriousness  of  purpose  that  cannot  fail  to  produce  im- 
portant results. 

The  growing  importance  of  industrial  education,  and  the  ever- 
inc  asing  demand  that  it  be  made  an  essential  part  of  general 
education  everywhere,  is  creating  an  enormous  demand  for  teach-

ers  of  such  forms  of  craftsmanship  as  are  available  in  ordinary 
schools,  and  as  the  association  of  this  industrial  purpose  with 
an  artistic  aim  is  inevitable  if  the  educational  character  is  to  be 
maintained  at  all  worthily,  the  claims  of  industrial  art  are  re- 
ceiving a  kind  and  a  degree  of  recognition  that  they  have  never 
known  before.  In  requiring  that  all  who  are  graduated  as  teach- 
ers shall  have  done  good  work  in  the  various  forms  of  craftsmanship 
as  well  as  in  art,  the  school  is,  I  believe,  only  maintaining  the  po- 
sition which,  as  the  leading  exponent  in  America  of  the  industrial 
art  idea,  it  has  occupied  ever  since  its  incorporation  thirty  years 
ago. 

The  graduating  class  in  the  Art  School  is  small  this  year  as 
a  result  of  the  re-adjustment  of  standards,  but  this  falling  off  in 
numbers  is  likely  to  he  more  than  made  up  next  year,  while  the 
class  which  graduates  from  the  Textile  Department  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  Art  School  remains  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  Textile  School  has  lost  the  services  of  Dr.  J.  Merritt 
Matthews,  who  had  been  professor  in  charge  of  the  department  of 
Chemistry  and  Dyeing  since  1899.  Dr.  Matthews  brought  to  the 
service  of  his  department  exceptional  ability,  unlimited  enthusiasm, 
and  tireless  industry,  qualities  which  speedily  won  for  him  an  envi- 
able reputation,  and  added  sensibly  to  the  prestige  of  the  school.  He 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  business.  His  place  has  been  taken 
by  Mr.  Leicester  DaCosta  Ward,  a  graduate  of  the  school  of  several 
years'  standing,  whose  subsequent  experience,  partly  in  business 
and  partly  in  teaching,  has  admirably  fitted  him  to  continue  the 
work  of  the  department  on  the  high  level  to  which  it  was  raised 
by  Dr.  Matthews.  Dr.  Frederic  Dannerth,  instructor  in  Chemistry, 
and  Mr.  Albert  Behm,  instructor  in  Dyeing,  also  resigned  during 
the  year;  the  place  of  the  former  being  filled  by  Mr.  Leon  Hoff- 
man, and  that  of  the  latter  by  Mr.  H.  D.  Whitney. 

The  two  Students'  Clubs  and  the  Alumni  Associations  of  both 
the  Art  and  Textile  Schools  have  continued  their  excellent  work 
with  undiminished  activity.  The  Art  School  Alumni  have  held 
regular  receptions  and  entertainments  in  their  rooms  at  the  school, 
and  in  addition  to  the  efficient  conduct  of  an  employment  agency, 
which  has  been  in  operation  since  1905,  they  have  this  year  ar- 
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ranged  a  series  of  exhibitions  of  school  work  in  different  places, 
which  have  been  very  helpful  in  extending  a  knowledge  of  the  aims 
and  character  of  the  institution  throughout  the  State.  They  have 
also  a  "News  Letter/'  which  is  devoted  to  disseminating  intelligence 
regarding  matters  of  current  interest  among  former  students.  The 
Textile  School  Alumni  have  arranged  an  excellent  course  of  lec- 
tures on  such  practical  subjects  as  "Mill  Systems,"  by  Mr.  John 
F.  Bolger,  and  "The  Keform  of  the  English  Tariff,"  and  the  "Lon- 
don Wool  Auctions,"  by  Mr.  Charles  H.  Harding.  The  annual 
reunions  of  this  body,  which  are  held  during  the  week  of  com- 
mencement, and  which  are  made  the  occasion  not  only  of  keep- 
ing our  graduates  in  touch  with  each  other  and  with  the  school 
itself,  but  of  bringing  the  pupils  in  contact  with  men  who  have 
achieved  success  in  the  business  world,  who  address  them  on  sub- 
jects of  the  utmost  practical  value  with  the  authority  which  ex- 
perience alone  has  the  power  to  confer. 

A  course  of  three  lectures  on  archaeological  subjects,  by  Mrs. 
Cornelius  Stevenson,  were  given  in  March  and  April  of  this  year, 
as  part  of  her  work  as  Assistant  Curator  of  the  Museum,  and  as 
an  introduction  to  the  Course  for  Curators  which  she  is  to  con- 
duct at  the  school  next  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  COMMITTEE 
OF  WOMEN 

1907-1908 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  desire  to  report  that  nine 
stated  meetings,  besides  the  annual  meeting,  have  been  held  dur- 
ing the  season,  at  which  the  attendance  has  been  unusually  good. 
A  much  keener  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  subjects  which 
have  come  up  for  discussion  at  the  meetings.  The  routine  work 
as  usual  has  been  accomplished  through  the  ■  respective  sub-com- 
mittees of  which  there  are  ten. 

After  the  Stated  Meeting  in  December,  the  "Committee"  had 
the  pleasure  of  receiving  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  "Garden 
Club,"  who  had  been  invited  to  meet  them  at  the  School  to  in- 
spect the  beautiful  specimens  of  pottery  made  for  garden  use. 
By  the  aid  of  many  potted  plants,  rustic  seats,  etc.,  the  appear- 
ance of  the  hall  had  been  so  altered,  that  only  a  little  imagination 
was  needed  to  persuade  one  that  it  was  May,  and  not  December 
with  its  winter  atmosphere.  The  visitors  were  taken  through  the 
Pottery  Department,  and  expressed  themselves  as  much  interested 
in  the  production  of  the  graceful  jars,  vases,  etc. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  in  January,  the  same  officers  were 
re-elected  for  the  coming  year.  Mrs.  Thomas  Roberts,  who  pre- 
sided at  the  meeting  when  Mrs.  Harrison  vacated  the  Chair, 
thanked  all  the  officers  for  the  good  work  done  by  them,  and  paid 
a  warm  tribute  to  our  President  who  had  Avorked  so  unceasingly 
for  the  School  and  the  Museum. 

During  the  month  of  March,  Mrs.  Cornelius  Stevenson,  "Assist- 
ant Curator  of  the  Museum,"  gave  three  free  "Illustrated  Lec- 
tures" on  the  "Beginnings  of  Art,"  in  the  Auditorium  of  the 
School.  The  interest  of  the  Students  was  very  marked  at  these 
lectures,  and  the  room  was  always  filled  with  eager  searchers  for 
archaeological  knowledge. 
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The  Scholarships  awarded  under  the  Elizabeth  Duane  Gillespie 
Foundation  for  the  past  year  numbered  eleven,  and  the  holders 
of  Scholarships  as  a  rule  did  good  work. 

The  Eynear  Williams,  Jr.  Scholarship  was  held  by  a  Student 
whose  work  was  excellent,  as  also  was  that  of  the  owner  of  the 
Frank  Hamilton  Magee  Scholarship. 

Most  artistic  and  charming  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
Department  of  Artistic  Furniture  and  also  in  the  Wrought  Iron 
Department,  and  real  gems  can  be  found  among  the  work  seen 
in  the  occasional  Exhibitions. 

At  several  of  the  meetings  of  the  Associate  Committee,  the 
project  of  a  Boarding  Home  for  women .  students  was  brought 
to  us  by  the  very  energetic  Chairman  of  the  Students'  Club 
Committee.  The  idea  had  originated  with  some  of  the  Students 
who  were  members  of  the  Girls'  Industrial  Art  League,  and  the 
Students'  Club  Committee  soon  interested  the  Associate  Com- 
mittee in  the  subject.  The  Students'  Club  Committee  arranged  a 
beautiful  Musical  Tea,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  go  to  the 
furnishing  of  the  projected  Home. 

The  afternoon  of  April  23d  proved  a  red  letter  day  for  the 
Committee.  The  Entertainment  was  charming;  most  excellent 
music  and  delightful  "Becitations."  Tea  was  served  in  the  most 
dainty  manner  at  individual  tables,  and  everyone  was  made  most 
comfortable  and  were  served  by  the  Committee,  assisted  by  twenty- 
five  of  the  girl  students.  The  audience  was  large  and  apprecia- 
tive and  the  financial  result  most  encouraging — $383.75  was 
cleared  by  the  afternoon  work.  The  heart  of  the  Chairman  of 
Students'  Club  Committee  was  cheered  by  the  offer  of  six  per- 
sons to  each  furnish  a  room. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  times,  it  was 
finally  considered  unwise  to  open  the  Home  next  Autumn,  but 
it  is  only  a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure  deferred,  to  the  very  near 
future. 

This  very  superficial  Eeport  must  not  be  closed  without  at- 
tention being  called  to  the  good  work  done  by  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee. Each  month  four  or  five  women  have  met  at  the  School, 
and  with  their  very  active  Chairman,  have  gone  through  the  build- 
ing. 
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The  old  proverb,  "Knowledge  is  Power,"  might  be  here  changed 
to  "Knowledge  is  Interest,"  as  each  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
has  expressed  herself  as  intensely  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
various  Departments  of  the  School.
